NIMO Team (Ferguson) is assisting in the coordination of operations at the Southern California Geographic Area
Coordination Center.

The 153" Airlift Wing, Cheyenne WY, the 145™ Airlift Wing, Charlotte NC, and the 302" Airlift Wing, Colorado
Springs CO, are providing two MAFFS C-130 aircraft each and support personnel to Southern California. The
aircraft and personnel are based at Channel Islands Air National Guard Base. The MAFFS are under the
command of Colonel Steve Rader of the 153" Airlift Wing.

Harris, Monte Vista Unit, CAL FIRE. CAL FIRE IMT 1 (Windsor). Two miles southeast of Potrero, CA. Brush and
grass. Minimal fire activity. Reduction in acreage due to more accurate mapping.

Slide, San Bernardino NF. IMT 1 (Hawkins). Ten miles north of San Bernardino, CA. Timber and grass.
Smoldering and creeping. Communities threatened. Voluntary evacuations in effect. Reduction in acreage due to
more accurate mapping.

Poomacha, Monte Vista Unit, CAL FIRE. Unified Command between CAL FIRE IMT 1 (Ault) and Forest Service.
Seven miles east of Pauma Valley, CA. Chaparral, timber and grass. Backing fire with upslope runs. Numerous
residences threatened. Evacuations in effect.



Santiago, Orange County FD. Unified Command between IMT 1 (Whitney), CAL FIRE and Orange County.
Twelve miles east of Santa Ana, CA. Brush and grass. Creeping, torching with occasional short runs. Community
of Silverado, CA threatened. Evacuations in effect.

Witch, Monte Vista Unit, CAL FIRE. Unified Command between CAL FIRE IMT 1 (Kerschen) and Forest Service.
One mile east of Ramona, CA. Timber, brush and grass. Minimal fire behavior.

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Aviation “Watch Out” Situations

As part of risk management, especially during high activity fires, each aviation manager and
employee should be asking questions.

& Is the flight necessary?

& Who is in charge?
& Are all hazards identified and have you made them known?
& Should the operation or the flight be stopped due to a change in conditions? Consider the
following:
e Communications
e Confusion
e Personnel
e Weather
e Turbulence
e Conflicting priorities

Is there a better way to do it?

Are you driven by the task and sense of urgency?

Can you justify your actions?

Are there other aircraft in the area?

Will the pilot accept the mission?

Are any guidelines being ignored or policies being broken?

Are communications getting tense?
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Are you deviating from the assigned operation or flight?
